concluded yesterday and his crose-ex- 
amination entered upon. 

The trial was resumed this morning. | 
Upon entering the witness box Guiteau 
desired, before resuming his evidence, 
to make a {wpecial statement, and ad- 
dressed himself to the audience, say- 
ing: “Two weeks ago I sent out an 
appeal for money. I did it on my own 
account, and the day afterwards Sco- 
ville publicly announced that it was 
without his authority. I again invite 
any one of my friends to send me 
money in the interest of the cause of 
justice, and for my defense. They 
can send five, ten, or fifteen dollars, 
or a thousand if they wish. If they 
don’t want to be known they can send 
to Scoville. 

Judge Porter then began rapid fire 
of interrogations eliciting from the 
prisoner in his several replies that 
he was a coward and always kept 
away from personal danger. Morally, 
he was as brave as a lion when he 
thought the Deity was back of him. 
In his opinion the doctors killed the 
President. The acts of Jones and 
Mason in attempting to kill him were 
wrong and they ought to be punished 
unless they can show that they were 
inspired by the Deity, 

; GUITEAU EXCITED, 

Witness soon showed signs of im- 
patience and excitability, striking his 
open hand upon the desk and ompba- 
sized every sentence uttered. When 
pressed for answers he finally became 
obstinate, and shouted to Judge Por- 

ar: 

“T know you well, and I know 
bigger men than you are; I’ve seen 
you shake your finger at witnesses in 
New York, but you can’t scare me.” 

Shortly after, when asked if be be- 
lieved in the Ten Commandments, to 
which he responded in the affirmative, 
and if he believed the Commandment, 
“Thou shall not kill:” ought read 
‘n his case, thou shalt kill,? he be- 
came exceedingly violent and refused 
to discuss that matter at all. He 
said there was no murder in his case, 
and no killing. It was all nonsense 
to split hairs over that word any 
longer. 

Wtiness proved decidedly obstinate, 
and after flatly contradicting the 
testimony of Gen. Logan, Col. Reed, 
and several other witnesses, he posit- 
ively refused to answer to several 
questions. His invariable response 
being, “I decline to discuss that with 
you.” Witness wes greatly annoyed 
at Judge Porter’s pointing at him, 
and again broke out, angrily, “You 
needn't point your long finger at me, 
Judge Porter. 

Witness was readily driven from 
one position to another till confronted 
with the evidence of his own wit- 
nesses, when he would unhbesitatingly 
pronounce their evidence false. 

Witness was closely questioned 
about the purchase of the pistol, and 
was asked why he bought one with ap 
ivory handle instead ot a plain one. 
He replied, “Because I thought it 
worth a dollar more.” 

Judge Porter—Did you not say it 
would look better in the Patent office? 

Witness admitted that he might 
have believed or thought the pistol 
would some time be in the State De- 
partment, 

Guiteau become very indignant at 
Judge Porter's use of the word 
murder, and shouted fiercely, ‘‘You 
seem to delight in the use of the 
words kill and murder. There is no 
use your whining in that way. The 
mere outward fact of how I removed 
the President has nothing whatever to 
do with this case.” 

Guiteau’s shrewdness in detecting 
and anticipating any point which 
might be made against him was a 
marked feature of the investigation. 
Judge Porter pressed him very closely 
to fix the day when he received his 

Guiteau finally shrieked out : “To 
remove all this loose talk I want it 
understood that no personal motives 

were involved in my act,” 
and, fearing some trap was being set 
for him, he hesitated a moment and 
then with great emphasis said : 
“I want to just fasten you solid, 
right here. I would not have taken 
the Paris Consulship after the Ist of 
June if I had been appointed to it,

The new compa- 
ny will confine itself to passenger traf- 
fic, carrying no freight, and would 
make speed combined with safety. 
Jacob Lorillard is the head of the 
new project. The idea is his and he 
has almost unlimited capital at his 
back. Lorillard says the line is to be 
called the American Express Line, and 
passengers are to be carried across in 
five days. The line will be ready by 
the Spring of 1883.

Omana, Neb., December 1.
